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2. — GENERAL  PROVISION  OF  HEALTH  SERVICES  IN  THE 

AREA  : — 

Ambulance  Services. — Ambulance  services  are  provided  by 
the  Lancashire  County  Council  under  the  provisions  of  the  National 
Health  Service  Act,  1936. 

Home  Nursing. — Under  the  provisions  of  the  National 
Health  Service  Act,  1946  home  nursing  facilities  are  provided  by 
the  Lancashire  County  Council. 

Laboratory  Facilities. — Bacteriological  examinations  are 
carried  out  at  the  Wigan  Royal  Infirmary  and  chemical  analyses 
by  the  County  Analyst,  Preston.  These  arrangements  are 
satisfactory. 

3. — SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES  OF  THE  AREA. 

Water  Supply. — The  Makerfield  Water  Board  are  now  the 
Statutory  Undertakers  for  the  Wigan  Rural  District. 

Generally  throughout  the  year  the  supply  has  been  satisfactory 
in  quality  and  quantity. 

At  present  19  dwellings  rely  on  private  wells  and  springs  for 
water,  which  requires  boiling  before  consumption. 

During  the  year  8  samples  of  water  were  taken  by  the  Council’s 
Public  Health  Inspector  for  bacteriological  examination,  all  the 
results  being  satisfactory.  One  sample  of  raw  water  from  a  private 
spring  was  found  to  be  unsatisfactory.

During  the  year  18  privy  closets  were  converted  to  fresh 
w.c’s.;  30  pail  closets  were  converted  to  fresh  w.c’s.;  14  movable 
dustbins  were  substituted  for  fixed  receptacles. 

PUBLIC  CLEANSING!. — Refuse  Collection  and  Disposal. 

Two  18  cubic  yard  capacity  Dual  Tip  Karrier  Vehicles  are 
used  for  collection.  These  vehicles  have  proved  adequate  in  coping 
with  the  increased  volume  of  house  refuse  without  an  increase  in 
the  labour  force  ;  eleven  men  and  two  drivers  are  employed  in  this 
work.  A  weekly  collection  of  refuse  has  been  maintained,  with  the 
exception  of  some  of  the  remote  areas  of  the  Parishes  of  Dalton 
and  Haigh,  where  a  fortnightly  service  is  carried  out. 

Every  effort  is  being  made  to  obtain  the  conversion  of  the 
remaining  ashpits  and  privy  middens  to  the  use  of  the  standard 
refuse  bin  for  the  storage  of  refuse.  At  Wrightington  Hospital 
the  paper  sack  system  of  storage  was  adopted  in  lieu  of  metal  bins. 
This  has  proved  highly  beneficial  to  the  Hospital  Staff  and  has 
resulted  in  a  considerable  saving  of  time  for  the  Council’s  workmen. 

Disposal  of  refuse  is  by  contolled  tipping,  two  tips  being  used. 
CESSPOOL  EMPTYING. 

A  special  Cesspool  Emptying  Vehicle  is  used  for  the  regular 
cleansing  and  emptying  of  cesspools  and  septic  tanks  and  no  charge 
is  made  for  this  service.  The  contents  of  the  vehicle  are  discharged 
into  the  public  sewer. 
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SEWERAGE. 


Sewerage  Schemes  for  the  Appley  Bridge  and  Crooke  areas 
are  being  prepared  and  the  Council  are  anxious  for  these  to  be 
submitted  to  the  Minister  of  Housing  and  Local  Government  for 
approval  and  carried  out  as  soon  as  possible. 

The  Scheme  to  provide  sewerage  facilities  to  serve  the  Parbold, 
Hilldale  and  Higher  Lane,  Dalton,  areas  of  the  District,  together 
with  parts  of  the  Ormskirk  Urban  District  and  the  West  Lancashire 
Rural  District  was  commenced  on  1st  March,  1962,  and  very 
satisfactory  progress  has  been  made.  It  is  hoped  that  the  Scheme 
will  be  completed  in  the  autumn  of  next  year. 

The  Shevington  Moor  Sewer  Extension  Scheme,  made  necessary 
of  the  construction  of  the  M.6  Motorway,  was  completed  during 
the  year. 

A  9-inch  foul  sewer  was  laid  during  the  year  in  Lyndon  Avenue, 
Shevington,  and  was  connected  to  the  Council’s  main  sewer  in 
Shevington  Lane,  Shevington.  It  was  decided  to  await  the 
expiration  of  a  period  of  six  months  before  formally  adopting  this 
sewer  and  a  surface  water  sewer  under  the  provisions  of  Section  17 
of  the  Public  Health  Act,  1936. 

SWIMMING  BATHS  AND  POOLS. 

There  are  no  public  swimming  baths  in  the  District. 

DISINFESTATION  OF  VERMINOUS  PREMISES. 

Three  Council  houses  and  three  privately-owned  houses  were 
found  to  be  infested  during  the  year.  The  use  of  dieldrin  liquid 
spray  and  dieldrin  powder  proved  most  effective  in  the  case  of 
beetles  and  cockroaches.

The  Council  carry  out  a  test  baiting  of  the  sewers  every  six 
months. 


Free  disinfestation  of  rats  and  mice  is  given  to  all  dwellings. 
For  business  premises,  such  as  shops,  the  work  is  chargeable  on  a 
labour  materials  basis.  For  factories  and  farms  the  Council  have 
adopted  a  Contract  Service  and  over  40  farms,  6  factories  and  1 
hospital  have  taken  out  Contracts  with  the  Council. 

OFFENSIVE  TRADES. 

The  manufacture  of  glue  is  carried  on  in  the  Appley  Bridge 
area.  Frequent  inspections  are  made  of  the  premises.  The  factory 
concerned  also  have  a  contract  with  the  Council  for  rodent  treat¬ 
ment  and  the  premises  are  frequently  disinfected. 

COMMON  LODGING  HOUSES. 

There  are  none  in  the  District. 

CANAL  BOATS. 

No  infringements  of  the  Acts  were  discovered. 
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SMOKE  ABATEMENT— CLEAN  AIR  ACT,  1956. 

Further  improvement  continues  to  be  made  in  reducing  atmos¬ 
pheric  pollution  from  industrial  plants,  which  have  been  inspected 
regularly  during  the  year. 

One  Lancashire  Boiler  with  sprinkler  stoker  which  had  for 
some  time  caused  periodic  nuisance  was  replaced  by  an  oil  fired 
package  boiler. 

No  complaints  were  received  of  smoke  nuisance  from  factory 
chimneys  during  the  year  and  grates  of  an  approved  type  capable 
of  burning  smokeless  fuel  are  installed  in  all  newly  erected  dwellings. 

NOISE  ABATEMENT  ACT,  1960. 

It  has  not  been  found  necessary  to  take  any  action  under  the 
provisions  of  this  Act  during  the  year. 


HOUSING. 

GENERAL  HOUSING  CONDITIONS. 

Housing  conditions  and  standards  generally  continue  to 
improve.  Fourteen  dwellings,  six  houses  and  eight  bungalows, 
were  built  for  the  Council  at  Wrightington  Hospital.  One  hundred 
and  two  dwellings  were  built  by  private  enterprise  during  the  year, 
an  increase  of  forty-three  over  the  previous  year.  Many  residents 
from  outside  the  district  have  come  to  live  within  the  rural  area. 

House  Purchase  and  Housing  Act,  1959. — 16  applications 
were  received  under  the  Act  for  the  provision  of  standard  amenities 
in  older-type  houses,  15  of  which  were  approved  and  6  completed, 
compared  with  23  applications  received  and  approved  in  the 
previous  year.  A  survey  is  being  made  and  owners  contacted  to 
ensure  that  more  houses  are  provided  with  these  essential  amentities, 
especially  where  public  sewers  have  been  constructed. 

Slum  Clearance. — The  Council  do  not  propose  to  erect  any 
new  houses  at  present  to  accommodate  the  tenants  displaced  as  a 
result  of  their  Supplementary  Slum  Clearance  Programme,  as  it  is 
felt  that  they  can  be  satisfactorily  re-houses  in  the  vacancies  which 
occur  from  time  to  time  in  the  existing  houses  already  provided 
by  the  Council.  The  building  of  old  people’s  bungalows  in  the 
Shevington  Moor  and  Wrightington  areas  is,  however,  contem¬ 
plated.

Under  the  above-mentioned  Regulations  all  dealers  (other  than 
producers)  must  obtain  a  licence  from  the  Lancashire  County 
Council,  as  the  Food  and  Drugs  Authority. 

During  the  year  87  samples  of  milk  were  obtained  by  Officers 
of  the  County  Council  and  submitted  to  the  County  Analyst  to 
ensure  that  the  milk  complied  with  the  special  designations. 
Adverse  reports  were  received  on  two  samples.  The  vendors  were 
interviewed  but  no  legal  action  was  taken. 
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(b)  ICE  CREAM. — 22  inspections  of  registered  premises 
were  carried  out  during  the  year  and  the  results  were  satisfactory. 
All  the  premises  in  the  District  are  registered  for  the  sale  of  pre¬ 
packed  ice-cream,  the  only  loose  ice-cream  being  sold  by  itinerant 
vendors  operating  from  premises  outside  the  District. 

(c)  MEAT. — One  application  for  a  Slaughterhouse  licence 
under  the  Slaughterhouses  Act,  1958  was  received.

The  Lancashire  County  Council  is  the  Food  and  Drugs  Author¬ 
ity  for  the  Wigan  Rural  District.  Every  effort  is  made  to  ensure 
that  the  food  and  drugs  sold  are  genuine  and  unadulterated  as 
required  by  the  Food  and  Drugs  Act,  1955  and  the  Food  Hygiene 
Regulations,  1960. 

During  the  year  30  samples  of  various  kinds  of  foods  were 
submitted  to  the  County  Analyst.  Adverse  reports  were  received 
in  respect  of  3  samples  of  sausages.  The  vendors  were  inter¬ 
viewed  but  no  legal  action  was  taken. 
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PREVALENCE  OF,  AND  CONTROL  OVER,  INFECTIOUS 
DISEASE. 

Only  3  cases  of  Measles  were  notified  during  the  year,  compared 
with  146  in  1961.
